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Dispute Over 
Korea Policy 
Is on Again 


*MacV Friday 
Speech Causes 
Fevers to Rise 


WASHINGTON — (A P) — The 


dispute that rages between Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur and the Tru- 
man administration over how to 
win the Korean war has reached 


• fever heat again. The administra- 
tion may shortly ask the general 
to clear with Washington anything 
he says involving broad foreign 
policy issues. 


This may or may not prove ac- 


ceptable to MacArthur, but state 
department 
officials as well as 


some others with great influence 
at the White House privately say 
something must be done. to pre- 
vent a repetition of last week's 
exchange of shocks and harsh 
words between Tokyo and Wash- 
ington. 


Recall Directive 


President Truman circulated last 


December a firm, government- 
•tatement on foreign policy by any 
wide directive declaring that any 
official or employ of the govern- 
ment in a speech, article or other 
public utterance, should be cleared 
with the state department. Infor- 
mants said today that order was 
called to MacArthur's attention at 
the time. 


Friday night, Washington time, 


MacArthur left Tokyo for the 38th 
parallel area of Korea to order 
United Nations forces to cross in- 
to North Korea as tactical require- 
ments made necessary. 


Claims Reds Licked 


Before leaving he issued a state- 


ment in which he made a bid for 
peace talks with his opposite num- 
ber on the Communist side; said 
the Chinese Reds were licked and 
incapable of waging modern war, 
and warned that if the United Na- 
tions launched attacks on Chinese 
bases and coastal area the Red na- 
tion probably would suffer mili- 
tary collapse. 


This statement, a check showed, 


caught the state department and 
President Truman without advance 
notice. 
After several hours of 


parleying, including a talk be- 
tween Secretary of State Acheson 
and Truman, a. rather meaning- 
less statement was issued, design- 
ed to say on Saturday that Wash- 
ington had had nothing to do with 
what MacArthur declared Friday 
night 


No Political Authority 


The statement said MacArthur 


had authority to conduct military 
operations but that political issues 
which "he has stated are, beyond 
his responsibilities" are being dealt 
with in the UN and by the gov- 
ernments having troops in Korea. 


The key 
MacArthur 
clause 


which set off the alarm here was 
that the United Nations probablby 
could succeed in forcing a mili- 
tary collapse of Red China by a 
limited coastal-attack and base- 
bombing war.

Public Health

Marijuana Rise 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Several hundred veterans are 
having to give up their hospi- 
tal beds because of the in- 
crease in marijuana smoking 
among teen agers, Public 
Health Service officials have 
told a house committee. 


The story was told an ap- 


propriations subcomm i 11 e e 
during hearings on the public 
health service budget. The 
committee published the tes- 
timony today. 


Dr. G. Halsey Hunt, chief of 


public health hospitals, said there 
has been "? marked rise" since 
the war in the number of teen-age 
drug addicts admitted to the serv- 
ice's two hospitals where drug ad- 
diction is treated. 


In 1946 there were 26 patients 


under 21 admitted at the Public 
Health Service's hospitals at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and Lexington, Ky., 
Dr. Hunt said. This jumped to 700 
in the last four months of 1950, the 
doctor said, and probably will be 
higher this year and next. 


To meet the need, the Fort 


Worth hospital plans to take 300 
beds from veterans, Hunt said. It 
has been caring for about 500 
servicemen who are neuro-psychi- 
atric patients. 


The Veterans 
Administration 


had no immediate statement on 
what may be done with those 
patients. 


Dr. Jack Masur, chief of the 


Health Service's medical service" 
•bureau, said the largest number 
of teen-agers is coming from Chi- 
cago and New York.

FBI Hoover Reveals G-Men Go 
Under Ground for Underground 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—J. Ed- 


gar Hoover disclosed today that 
the FBI has secret agents among 
a group of Amercian Communists 
which he said "has gone under- 
ground for possible action at a 
later date." 


The disclosure was reported in a 


copyrighted interview in the mag- 
azine "U. S. News 'and World Re- 
port." 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion director was asked if he had 
means of checking up on Commu- 
nist party members "even though 
they have gone underground." 


"Oh, yes," he replied. 
The next question wa»: "You 


have undercover agents in various 
parts of the United States?" 


"Yes," Hoover answered. "This 


technique is necessary in keeping 
abreast with clandestine opera- 
tions of any subversive organiza- 
tion." 


The FBI chief said "all that re- 


mains of the Communist party 
above ground is a self-constituted 
core, which for appearance's sake 
maintains a public contact." 


A new FBI "count" of party 


members in the U. S., puts their 
total at 43,217, Hoover said. This 
is more than 20 per cent less than 
the 55,000 figure he gave newsmen 
last year. The party itself has 
stopped issuing membership fig- 
ures.

tax payments pushed the surplus 
to 54,048.338.000 for the July 1- 
March 22. period. 


That contrasts with a deficit of 


$1,709.359.000 in the corresponding 
part of last year, which ended S3,- 
122.102.000 in the red. 


President Truman in January 


forecast a 52,700,000.000 deficit for 
this fiscal year, but the picture 
has improved so much that some 
officials say privately a small sur- 
plus is a possibility.

Gen. Paul T. Cullcn, deputy 
commander of the U. S. Second 
air force, from Barksdale field, 
near Shreveport, La. 


Nothing from the missing plane 


has been sighted since a suitcase 
belonging to one of the passengers, 
Capt. Lawrence E. Rafferty of 
Great Lakes, 111., was picked up 
by a ship Saturday night.

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
today urged the senate crime 
committee to continue its ex- 
posure of organized crime 
which "has polluted all too 
many communities of our na- 
tion." 


He called also for local com- 


munities to take the lead in 
ruthlessly eliminating crimi- 
nal elements and their ally, 
"the political renegade." Ev- 
ery community, Hoover sug- 
gested, should have a yearly 
grand jury investigation to 
scrutinize the administration 
of justice. 


Hoover and Atty. Gen. McGrath. 


were before the senate committee 
to discuss what new laws may be 
needed to combat crime. 


McGrath urged that congress 


tighten the laws against perjury 
— false testimony under oath— 
and give him authority to grant 
immunity to a witness who de- 
clines to testify lest he incrimin- 
ate himself. 


He recommended, too, legisla- 


tion aimed to deny use of com-' 
munications facilities 
for gam- 


bling information. 
But he em- 


phasized 
that any 
such 
law 


should take into account the, im- 
portance of maintaining the free- 
dom of the press.

New Homes Still Popping Up, 
But Builders Show Caution

NEW 
YORK. (AP) — New 


homes continue to pop up in rec- 
ord numbers. 
But the test of 


mortgage credit curbs and grow- 
ing materials shortages may lie 
just ahead. And defense housing 
is still a conversation piece. 


The construction industry esti- 


mates 160,000 new homes were 
started in January and February 
to bring these months well ahead 
of last year. 
But the industry 


insists this was a carry-over from 
1950's record momentum. Build- 
ers are getting cautious now. the 
National Retail Lumber Dealers 
association says, and the spring 
months—when home building nor- 
mally spurts—will show a sharp 
drop from last spring's record 
number of starts. 


Shortage Slackens 


Since the war, five and a half 


million new homea 
have 
been 


built. 
Only a few places still 


complain of real housing short- 
ages any more. 
But in many 


areas where defense production is 
expanding housing shortages are 
feared. 


A defense housing bill to meet 


such shortages is now before the 
senate, calling for $1.5 billion fed- 
eral aid as against the 13 billion 


the President had asked.

today of 700 mortgage, commer- 
cial and mutual savings bankers, 
life insurance officials builders 
and real etstate 
men

here for the 
eastern mortgage 


conference of the Mortgage Ban- 
gers association of America. 


The association is one of the

Needed for Defense 


"Defense plants can never see 


the light of day if housing isn't 
provided for the workers who 
are to build those plants." says 
one large-scale housing contrac- 
tor 


But many oppose the housing 


scheme. 
Some builders contend 


that even if the bill passes the 
senate it will be September be- 
fore new defense housing could 
reach any volume because as yet 
defense areas have not been des- 
ignated nor a materials priority 
system set up. 


Defense production administra- 


tor Harrison is taking steps to 
rorreot this.

FORT BENNING, Ga.—(NEA)—In the great debate 


ver whether Uncle Sam should start drafting 18-year-olds, 
ome important people have been ignored—the 18-year-olds 
Iready in service. 
They have some new and very strong ideas on the sub- 


ect.Most of them are for it—but with important reserva- 
ions. The fact they themselves are all volunteers does not 
eem to influence their opinions. A small percentage are dead 
gainst dipping into the 18-year-old manpower pool, for their 
wn, well-expressed reasons. 


This report is based on scores 


of interviews with boys in all 
stages of training, in practically 
every type of army unit from the 
elite Ranger outfit to new, basic 
training organizations. 


* 
* * 


Practically all the boys who are 


for the draft think army draft 
doctors ought to do a more care- 
ful job of physical and mental 
screening on the younger boys 
than is being done now. 


Stephen B. Clifford, 18, of Jut- 


land, Vt., got into service last fall 


when his National Guard outfit 
was federalized. He put the point 
this way: 


"Some 18's are physically grown 


up 
enough for 
service. 
Some 


aren't. I don't think that the way 
the army docs examine you today 
tells "this. Just because a young 
kid doesn't have some obvious 
physical defect doesn't mean he's 
old enough to take army training. 
I think I am. But there are some 
guys my age who just have not 
grown up enough to take the long 
marches and tough life. They 


aren't doing the army a bit ot 
good." 


Another 18-year-old said: "The 


army tests you for 
everything 


else, why can't they figure out a 
way to measure whether you're 
mature enough for Army life? 


"My buddy and I decided to join 


the army together," he explained. 
"We were just 18. He always got 
better grades than I did and got a 
high grade on the intelligence test 
they gave us. But after two weeks 
he just got homesick and cracked 
up. I guess he's still in the hos- 
pital." 
• * • 


In the big group who are for the 


draft at 18 without any reserva- 
tions is Arnold Gruning, of Cam- 
den, N. J., who has been in service 
several weeks. 


"I'm plenty old enough for any 


duty in the army," he said. "As 
soon as I finish basic I'm going to 
try to get into the 82nd Airborne 
Division. That rough stuff appeals 
to me. It won't be long before I'm 
19. And who is going to know the 
difference when I cross that line? 
So why not draft those who are 
18?" 


In the same breath, however, he 


said he doesn't think it would be 
right to draft 17-year-olds. 


Curiously, among the most ma- 


ture looking and talking 18-year- 
olds interviewed, you find the most 
reservations about drafting 18- 
year-olds. Two Ranger trainees, 
carefully selected from the whole 
army for the most rig'orous train- 
ing the army can give, both voiced 
doubts about it. 


Phillip D. Hanes, of Claremore, 


Okla, a strapping, 
exceedingly 


bright boy, said. "It's a simple 
fact that plenty of 18-year-old 
kids I know at home just couldn't 
take army life for a while. They'd 
be wrecked if drafted now. But in 
a year or so I think they'd take it 
okay."

Big red-headed Ronald Hullum, 


of Blair, Okla., said he knows a 
lot of training he's getting now 
would "sink in" a lot better in a 
year. 


"And I know it would be a plain 


waste of time to draft a lot of 
guys I played baseball with back 
home who are my age," he added. 
"It's not that I'm any smarter 
than they are; it's just that I'm 
sure they aren't old enough to ab- 
sorb such things as how to read 
a map or use a compass." 


Another lad who asked not to

be identified was most outspoken 
against the advisability of the 18 
draft. He said bluntly: 


"I just hope I'm not as bad as 


the other 18's in my outfit. Two 
beers and they're loaded. Every 
time they get bawied out they wnte 
to their congressman. The sergeant 
or lieutenant always has to baby 
them when things get just a little 
tough. The outfit would be better 
off without thejn. And the whole 
army, too " 


Several 18's talked to raised the 


point that the army was actually 
discriminating against them be- 
cause of their age. 


"Whenever there's a good detail 


or it comes time to select a man 
to lead a detail they always ask 
the younger guys to raise their 
, hands and then they pick the older 
guys just because they're older," 
one complained. "If they're going 
to draft 18-year-olds," another 
said, "then the army's going to 
have to give them an even break 
on opportunities for advancement 
and higher ratings than it does 
right now."

A boy who thought that 18-year- 


olds were physically fit, and prob- 
ably mentally mature enough for 
the training, raised the point that 
they'd make better soldiers 
if 


they just had one more year of 
experience as civilians. 


"My parachute training was es- 


pecially tough because the first 
time I had to jump was the first 
time I was ever in a plane," he 
explained. "In another year out- 
side I'm sure I would have had a 
plane ride and 1 wouldn't have had 
a double scare." 


He said a lot of boys of 18 he 


knew had their first beer after 
they got in the army. "They got 
a little tight and caused som« 
trouble," he said, "and even though 
they don't drink too much beer 
now, 
the army would have had 


that much less trouble if the kids 
had had their first beers as civil- 
ians." 


He summed his idea up by add- 


ing: 
l«g-"If the army begins drafting 
18-year-old boys it's going to be 
wasting an awful lot of time doing 
a job that parents should be doing 
or that the kids should be doing 
themselves."

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Th« 


little man was quite impressed 
with the Kefauver crime hearings 
on TV, especially with having the 
senators and characters talking in 
his living room. 


He hoped some good would come 


of them. He hoped they wouldn't 


t} wind up like some of the other sen- 


ate investigations he read of in 
the past; nine-day wonders that 
just petered out. 


He certainly agreed with Sen- 


ator Tobey, the New Hampshire 
Republican, who said he felt sure 
when millions of people saw things 
like this on TV they'd take a 
greater interest in government. 


The little man felt sure they 


would—and that he would himself. 


Jt Of course, when he sees a senate 


or house committee at work on 
TV in a committee hearing he sees 
members of congress asking a lot 
of questions. 


What Makes Things Tick 


They're trying to find out what 


makes things tick. But he wished 
he could also see members of con- 
gress at work among themselves, 
talking and arguing on the floor of 
the house and senate.

Am I to Blame? 


And he tried to face the imph 


cation of that honestly. He asked 
himself: "Don't I have to take 
some of the blame for all this my 
self? Have I been such a good 
citizen that I can afford to hold 
my nose?" 


The little man, trying to exam- 


ine his conscience, admitted to 
himself that somehow he had al 
ways been too busy to lift a fmge. 
in any way to help make his gov 
ernment better. 


He admitted to himself: "When 


I get a politician to fix a traffic 
ticket for me it's as bad, hi 
minor way, as paying off a sheriff 
to let me run a crap game. They 
both corrupt the government."

Talk over candidates and issues 


with his neighbors, be sure to vote

Atomic Bomb Scare Increases 
Demand for Home in Country 


Threat of atomic bombing of 


.large American cities is bringing 
•m strong demand for the luxury- 


type suburban home within com- 
muting distance but well outside 
the potential target area, it was 
reported today by the Construction 
Research bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. In- 
flation and restrictions on new 
construction also are factors in 
the present real estate market. 


Sales Increase 


fT>, A survey showed that sales by 
11 one of the nation's largest real 


estate organizations 
specializing 


in used homes costing over $25, 
000 increased 240 per cent during 
the last half of 1950 in the New 
York City area. Similar strong de- 
mand is reported from Chicago, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Pittsburgh and 
other important industrial centers. 


Merchant builders of luxury 


home developments in those areas 


^also report an unexpectedly strong 


Gemand for their houses. Typical 
is the case of one builder who sold 
his entire project of 50 homes 22 
miles from Manhattan in less than 
four months. Normally, this build- 
er requires nearly a year to sell 
50 houses. 


Hedge Against Inflation 


The current inflated state of the 


nation's economy and restrictions 
on use of many types of building 


^material due to the national de- 


fense program are two other fac- 
tors figuring importantly in the 
exceptionally strong demand for 
used homes in suburban areas. 


Real estate has always been 


considered a hedge against infla- 
tion and for this reason hundreds 
of apartment renters have stepped 
into the used and new home mar- 
ket in recent months. As the dol- 
lar becomes cheaper, families re- 


gfeive more of them as income, yet 
•mortgage payments require fewer 
dollars in proportion. 


Seek to Beat Controls 


Material scarcity has caused a 


rush of buying since the first gov- 
ernment controls were established. 
Families who had merely been 
toying with the idea of buying sub- 
urban homes suddenly decided late 


in 1950 that new construction 
would be affected and that pur- 
chasing should be delayed no long- 
er. 


Most suburban buyers are seek- 


ing traditional Colonial houses 
with three or four bedrooms and 
two baths on a quarter-acre or 
more of ground, according to re- 
ports to the Construction Research 
bureau. 


In some areas, there are not 


enough properties 
filling those 


specifications to go around. For 
this reason, prices are firm, or 
slightly higher than six months 
ago. 


On the other hand, there is vir- 


tually no demand for suburban 
homes of 15 to 20 rooms, due to 
the scarcity of household help and 
the high cost of maintenance. 
Large estates of this type are be- 
ing broken up into subdivisions 
and the manor houses are being 
torn down or turned into commu- 
nity recreation centers.

Once More It Is Evident That 


Long-Held Power Corrupts 


When Senator Fulbright of Arkansas recommended 


creation of a commission to study the whole moral climate 
of government, he cannot have hoped too strongly that the 
idea would be adopted. 


Since any commission worth setting up would be bounc 


to investigate the moral behavior of congress as well as the 
executive branch, the lawmakers aren't likely to authorize it 


And it hardly can be imagined that President Truman, 


whose administration already has suffered materially from 
the RFC disclosures, would consent to naming a commission 
which would further embarrass his regime politically. 


What we are witnessing in Washington is the natura 


decay in the moral fiber of men who have been in power too 
long. "Power corrupts" is an old familiar phrase. 


Learned essays have been written on the effect long 


exercise of power has upon the men who hold it. Even 
with the best intentions, such a government gradually will 
succumb to a sort of dry rot. 


Laxity in observing moral standards is but one conse- 


quence. The wielders of power come to feel they and they 
alone have a pipe line to the people. Increasingly sure they 
understood the citizen's needs best, they actually grow away 
from him. Their long responsibility for government actually 


. brooks irresponsibility. 


It was to guard against this danger that the principle of 


rotation in office was conceived. A change in the cast of 
characters from time to time seems a healthy antidote to the 
corrosive influences of power. 


A good deal of the time the rotation principle has worked 


successfully in American democracy. But there have been 
periods when a variety of circumstances combined to keep 


; one party in power for an extraordinary span. This is one 
such time. 


The headlines this year and last speak eloquently of the 


• results of overlong tenure in office,. The time-honored cure 
for a government thus tarnished is to apply the old rotation 
principle. 


But unfortunately, extended control of the government 
' can have damaging effects on the party OUT of power, too. 


The "outs" grow steadily more desperate in their efforts to 
; seize the reins. Having no real voice in policy, their criti- 
• cisms of the "his" are frequently allowed to touch extremes 
; of irresponsibility.

They may show themselves so rusty in the uses of power 


; that they actually tend to delay their coming back to power. 
• When their crying need is a program and a policy 'round 
". which citizens may rally with new hope, they may find them- 
• selves dissipating then- energies in endless flailing against the 
• opposition.

This country obviously is ripe for a return to responsible 


• moral government directed by men freshly brought to the 
; task, newly aware of the highest traditions of honorable pub- 
• lie service. The opportunity is there. Will the men qualified 
I to perform this vital function arise to take it?

Jacoby on Canasta 


Aim for a Big Pile in Samba 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The discard pile does not mean 


as much at Samba as at Canasta. 
Even if you never pick up a pile, 
your hand stiU gains one card per 
turn. This is ample to give you and 
your partner the two canastas 
that you need in order to meld out. 


During the early part of a hand, 


a substantial discard pile is worth 
fighting for. Such a pile may en- 
able you to make several canastas 
instead of merely two; or it may 
give you a good chance for samba. 


Towards the end of a hand even 


a fairly good-sized discard pile 
may be more of a hindrance than 
a help. It is bound to contain sev- 
eral useless cards so that your 
play for out is delayed. 


For example, suppose that your 


side is playing for out, that you 
already have the necessary two 
canastas, and that your hand at 
this point consists of two jacks, 
two eights and one wild card. If 
you keep on drawing from the 
stock, you are likely to draw an 
out card very quickly. All you need 
is a jack, an eight, or a wild card 
—together with another card (re- 
member that a draw from the 
stock consists of two cards) that 
you can meld. 


If you pick up a discard pile that 


contains three or four useless 
cards, it will probably take you 
four or five rounds to rid your 


hand of the garbage. 


Nevertheless, if the discard pile 


s large enough you would take it 
anyway. For one thing, you would 
probably find enough important 
melds in a very large discard pile 
to compensate for the delay in 
melding out. Moreover, you might 
be able to put down several unim- 
portant melds and even though 
your own play for out might be 
delayed, these small melds would 
speed up your partner's play for 
out. 


For these reasons, you need not 


concentrate too hard on discarding 
safely. Remember that there are 
12 cards of each rank so that even 
if you never give anything away, 
your opponents will probably get 
what they need from the stock- 
pile anyway. 


Do not make a discard that will 


help the opponents with a sequence 
meld or that will give the oppo- 
nents a canasta then and there. 
However, do not worry too much 
about giving opponents a fourth 
or fifth card of some meld that 
they have on the table.

Lee County Treasurer Gilbert P. 
"inch announced today he has 
ailed a meeting of township asses* 
ors for Friday. 
Finch will recommend at this 


meeting that all assessors use 100 
jer cent evaluation on personal 
iroperty instead of the 30 per cent 
igure now used. Finch said assess- 
ment supervisors (county treasur- 
ers) 
from six northern Illinois 


:ounties have agreed to make this 
•ecommendation to their assessors. 


The resolution was made at a 


meeting of the assessors and 
assessment supervisors last Wed- 
nesday m Oregon. At present each 
county has a separate factor at 
.vhich they assess. The reports are 
sent to Spring Iield and later a tax 
multiplier is returned to the coun- 
ties. Each assessment must then 
be multiplied to gam a 100 per 
cent assessment. 


"If we assessed at full value in 


the first place, both the county and 
state would save money," Finch 
said. 
"The tax multiplier then 


would be one instead of 33.33 in 
Lee county. We would save many 
hours of work now required to 
multiply each assessment by 33.33 
to bring it up to full value ani 
there would be less likelihood 
error." 


Since the nine counties have 


over-lapping tire and school dis- 
tricts, "neighbors in the same 
school district may have their 
property assessed by different fac- 
tors because they live in different 
counties at the present time," 
Finch pointed out. 


Finch added that at tfte meeting 


all nine county assessment super- 
visors agreed on a set of values to 
place on different types of per- 
sonal property. Finch said thesa 
values will be presented to th« 
Lee county' assessors at the Friday 
meeting. It will be held at 1:30 
p.m. in the county court room, he 
stated.

NEW YORK, (AP) — College

ed" after former New York uni- 
versity star Don Forman was de- 
tained Saturday as a material wit- 
ness. 


Meanwhile, the senate crime in- 


vestigating committee was report- 
ed to be conducting a secret probe 
into testimony that several cage 
referees may be involved in new 
fixes. 


Referees. Implicated 


At Saturday's public session in 


Washington, the committee heard 
self-described 
professional 
gam- 


bler Sidney A. Brodson of Milwau- 
kee, 
testify that he suspected 


"thiee, four, or five" still-active 
referees- were "fixed" by gamblers. 


Brodson was not pressed to give 


names, but he said at least one of 
the referees worked in the "Mid- 
west Big Ton conference and one 
in the East's Ivy League. 


He told newsmen later that he" 


suspected one game in the recent 
N a t i o n a l Invitation basketball 
tournament in Madison Square 
Garden also was fixed. 


The Milwaukee Journal reported 


Saturday that Brodson later met 
with the committee in closed ses- 
sion and supplied the names of 
"four or five teams, several play- 
ers and two officials." 


Questioned Further 


At this secret session, the paper 


said, 
Brodson 
was 
questioned 


about an unidentified gambler, 
from Miami, Fla., and Steuben- 
ville, Ohio. 


The paper asserted Miami police 


had supplied the committee with a 
report of telephone calls made by 
the gambler to college football 
towns. 


There was no confirmation of 


this reported secret session from 
Washington. 


In New York City, the bribe 


scandal rebounded with the de- 
tention of Forman, who is from 
Jacksonville, Fla. He was released 
in $5,000 bail. 


Forman was the 14th player or 


former player involved in the scan- 
dal along with five alleged fixers. 
Four local college teams have been 
mentioned in the case. 


Forman Part Told 


The Manhattan prosecutor's of- 


fice said Forman acted as an inter- 
mediary between gamblers and 
players on the City College of 
New York team in advance of the 
1950-51 season. 


Forman is the second NYU play-

NEW YORK, (AP)— The Ko- 


rean war is now nine months old. 


It is a good time to take stock 


of the situation. What have been 
the profits and losses of this 
campaign that may be the seed 
.of the third world war or—as op- 
timists hope—the last of all in- 
ternational wars? Wnai aie Uic 
prospects of ending it? 


So far the losses have been mil- 


itary and the profits—if 
any— 


have been political. 


It has been the fourth bloodiest 


war in United States history. The 
American casualties are nearmg 
the 60,000 mark. That is more 
than three full combat divisions. 
It is more than the population 
of Abilene, Tex. It is more than 
were required to gain American 
independence, to defeat Mexico, to 
win the West from the Indians, or 
to beat Spain and free Cuba. 


Only a Fraction 


Yet these are only a fraction 


of the casualties suffered by Ko- 
rean civilians, South and North 
Korean soldiers, and Chinese "vol- 
unteer" troops. 
They total far 


above 500,000. 


The war has cost the Ameri- 


can taxpayer billions of dollars. 
He probably will be asked to put 
up billions of dollars more to re- 
build Korea when the sound and 
the fury of battle die away. 


After all this expenditure of 


sweat, blood, time and 
money 


where do the rival armies stand? 
About where they did when the 
war began last June 25. 


Politically Worthwhile 


Was it worth while? 
Politi- 


cally, the answer seems to be yes. 
A wall of force finally has been 
built against the spread of Com- 
munism. The 
prestige 
of the 


United Nations has grown. The 
prestige of Red China—and red 
Russia has fallen. The power of 
American arms has been magni- 
fied tremendously, and world faith 
in that power has risen. 


What of the future? 
China might be able to force 


the present United Nations army 
out of Korea if she threw in 1,- 
000,000 more trained men. But 
there is no sign she wants to pay 
that price to make good her boast 
to throw the Allies off the penin- 


sula. 
Could she actually keep 


them supplied? 


Stalemate Possibility 


A military stalemate or a di- 


plomatic 
compromise therefore 


still appear to be the most likely 
possibilities. 


In either case unhappy Korea 


probably will be garrisoned by 
oreign troops for a long time to 
come. 


One reason is the leader of the 


Republic 
of 
Korea—76-year-old 


Syngman Rhee. He has spent 
most of his life trying to achieve 
a united Korea. 
He is deter- 


mined to do it heedless of the 
cost. 


So long as he is in power it is 


hard to see how the United Na- 
tions and China can withdraw

their forces and agree to restore 
Jie old situation—a North and 
South Korea divided by an artifi- 
cial boundary such as the 38th 
parallel. 


Rhee Would Try It 


American military advisors feel 


that if such an agreement were

Rhee 
would 


launch his own army across that 
frontier to extend the sway of 
his government over the entire 
country. 


"That is why we helped him 


build an army of 100,000 after 
the last war instead of the army 
of 300,000 he aked for," recalled 
one advisor. We were afraid that 
if he had an army of 300,000 he 
would attack across the 38th par- 
allel just as 
the 
Communists 


did themselves last year." 


Unless the Chinese do launch 


L last do-or-die offensive, this is 
the best bet: 


Major fighting will end soon, 


the Communists will hold a big 
chunk of the upper part of the 
Korean peninsula, and the United 
Nations will retain strong token 
forces in South Korea to guard 
a restless peace. And Syngman 
Rhee wil lend his days an em 
bittered man.

be of "doubtful trust and reliabil- 
ty." 


It authorizes an appointing offi-- 


cial or agency to act "in his or 
ts absolute discretion." 


State and local civil service com- 


missions also could refuse to cer- 
tify applicants for "security" jjobs 
for the same reason. 


The state civil service commis- 


sion would decide which jobs were 
"security" jobs and its decisions, 
in this respect, would be subject to 
court review.

Efforts of Britain's big Con-

The strategy of the attack re- 


volves about the fact that "the 
Socialists have a tiny majority 
of only six votes. If sickness or 
other causes 
should result 
in 


absences and thus wipe out the 
Socialist majority, the govern- 
ment's downfall might be brought 
about by a snap vote of no 
confidence. 


Would Mean Election 


This would result in a general 


election which the Conservatives 
believe they could win. 


Churchill, crafty general of in- 


numerable campaigns, has been 
pursuing the tactics of trying 
literally to wear out physically the 
harrassed Socialists whose leader. 
Prime Minister Attlee, is in a 
hospital suffering from an ulcer. 
This wearing out process has 
been conducted by keeping the 
house in session until early morn- 
ing hours. 


Not Difficult 


The trick isn't difficult, but it 


does require full attendance of the 
Conservatives and eternal vigi- 
lance. 
The idea is to force a 


debate on every routine matter, 
thus consuming time and keeping 
the house in session until it is 
tired out. It's a sort of American 
congressional filibuster. 


This brings us up to a result 


of the strategy which the Social- 
ists condemn fiercely as unfair. 
The ordinary, cheap transporta- 
tion of London, such as the sub- 
way and buses, closes down a1 
midnight. After that you hoof it, 
take a taxicab or drive your own 
car.

Walk or Else 


Socialists are labor folk 


and few of them possess automo- 
biles. So when they are kept in 
Commons until midnight they have 
no way of getting home except 
to walk. Many Conservatives, on 
the other hand, have their cars 
waiting for them when the ex- 
hausting sessions are finished.
